PARIS, March 9.—The Peace com- 
mission on Belgium's claims, it is re- 
ported, has agreed in principle to the 
Belgian demand for the Malmedy and 
the surrounding district. 

In Belgian circles it is expected that 
this will result in the peace confer- 
ence approving the handing over of 
this region to Belgium, The Malmedy 
district is just east of the Belgian fron- 
tier and has been under German dom- 
ination for a number of years. 

Responsibility For War

The War Measures act, 
however, was found to provide ade- 
quate authority for action by the rov- 
ernment aad consequently an order- 
in-counci] was passed appointing the 
minister of railways receiver for the 
Grand Trunk Pacific railway system, 
which includes the branch lines, tele- 
graph, steamship, hotel and develop- 
ment and other companies.

Many Causes of Com 


Food Served Meagre and Poor in Quality——-Grounds Ex- 
cessively Muddy and Huts Where Men Housed Cold— 
First Contingent Men Incensed Because Draftees 
Were Sent Back to Canada First. 


Halifax, March 8—Many of the veterans of the Canadian forces who re- 
turned on the Cassandra said they were not surprised to hear that there 
had been trouble at Rhyl Camp. They state that a good deal of dissatisfac- 


tion exists among the older service men in En id. Men of the first con- 
tingents are incensed over the fact that ‘“‘dra are being sent back to 
Canada first, under the “units intact’ system. The conditions at Rhyl 
Camp are described as bad. The camp is said to be devoid of all organ- 
ization, and the sleeping accommodations are “unfit for human _ beings.” 
The food was described by many of the men as being unfit to eat, As many 


as forty-two men were compelled to sleep in one hut, according to one man, 
and the general conditions at the camp were intolerable. 
Bitterly Cold; Food Poor in Quality 

Montreal, March 8—The principal complaints heard here about Rhyl 
Camp are that it is bitterly cold and that the food served there is meagre 
and poor in quality. The bitterest complaints about the camp were made 
by a number of men who came home on the Royal George and who said that 
there were no fires in some of the huts. 

Camp Very Uncomfortable 

Toronto, March 8,—Returned Toronto soldiers who were 
Rhyl, describe the camp as ‘“‘very uncomfortable,” 

The ground was excessively muddy, and the huts where they were housed 
none too warm. Eight weeks ago, when the men interviewed here last night 
left camp, there was, they said, developing among the troops a spirit of im- 
patience. The soldiers wanted to get home, and Canadians could not under- 
stand why they were being held so long. Kinme! Camp is situated about four 
and one-half or five miles from the town of Rhyl in Wales, and covers about 
200 acres onthe rising ground at the southwestern mouth of a valley of which 
the town is the centre.
